13 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
14 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

17 IF AN AWARD OF PERMANENT PARTIAL DISABILITY COMPENSATION IS
